MRS, ANNA HAULEY presented a petition signed by approximately thirty-four
citizens protesting the permit granted to MRS, KATHRYN JACKSON on May 18, 1950,
to operate a clinic known as the STAUFFER SYSTEM at 303 West Avenue. (Petition
on file in City Clerk's Office) MRS, KATHRYN JACKSON was present to speak in
her own behalf, stating this was a clinic and permission was obtained in ac-
cord with regulations prescribed dy the City. The Council referred this mattex
t0 the City Attorney to check if the Council's action wes legal in granting
this permit, and Mayor Pro-Tem Drake stated an answer would be given at the
next Council meeting, Thursday, June lst,

: WHEREAS, it is found by the City Council that the Austin National Bank,
Amerlcan National Bank, Capltal Natlonal Bank, Fidelity State Bank and Texas
State Bank should be designated as & depositeory of the funds of the City of
Austing Now, Therefors,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL dF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. That the Austin Nationml Bank, American Netional Bank, Capltal
Nationa] Bank, Fidelity State Bank and Texas State Bank are each hereby
designated and selected as a depository of the City of Austin from the date
hereof to June 1, 1951, .

2, That when such depository banks have duly qualified by pledging with
the City Council, for the purpese of securing city funds deposited with such
depository banks, securities of the character provided in Article 2560, Revised
Civil Statutes, as amended, which securities shall be approved as to kind and
value by the City Council, the City Manager be and is hereby authorized and
directed to deposit funds of the City of Austin in the Fidelity State Baok to
the extent of $50,000.00 and in the Texas State Bank to the extent of
$50,000,00, and to deposit in equal amounts (insofar as possidle) the remainder
of the funds of the Clty of Austin in the Austin National Bank, Amerlicen Nation-
sl Bank and Capital National Bank,

‘3. PSecurities pledged with the City of Austin by depository banks shall
be deposited as may be directed by the Clty Council.

% It is further provided that when securities pledged by e depository
bank shall be in excess of the amount of city funds then on deposit in saild
depository bank, the City Council shall permit the release of such excess; and
when the city funds deposited with a depository bank shall, for any reason, in-

crease beyond the amount of securitles pledged by such depository bank with the
City Council, such depository bank shall immedistely pledge additional securitie
with the City Council so that the securities pledged shall abt no tiwme be of a
value less than the total amount of city funds on deposit in said deposifory .
bank, It is further provided that the determination of the value of such securi;
ties shall be in the discretion of the City Council and the decision of the

City Council shall be finel and binding on the depository banks.

5. The City Manager and Finance Director are hereby. authorized to allow
such depositories the right of substituting securities, provided the securities
substituted meet with the regirements of the law and are approved by the City
Mansger, Upon request of a depository bank the City Manager shall surrender
interest coupons and other evidence of interest, when due, on securities de-
pvosited with the City Council by such depository bank, provided, sald securities
remaining pledged =re ample to meet the requirements of law,

I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Mobilized House Movers,
Inc., through €. E. Gustafson, President, for permission to operate a private
gasoline plant consisting of a 1000 gallon underground tenk and pump for the
sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment and from which no gasoline
is to be sold, upon property located on the south side of Clayton Lane, which
property is designated as part of Lots 1,2,3,4,5 and 6, John Rush SubBivision,
in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally known as 803 Clayton
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Lane.

This property is located in a "C' Commercial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

(1), That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the label of the Underwrlters Laboratories, Inc., and that all tenks

and pumps shall be installed in compliance with the Ordinance goverhaing the
storage and handling of gasoline,

(2). That all tanks and pumps shall be located not nemrer than 10 feet to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading

or receiving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free
passage of traffic on either the sldewalk, street or alley,

(3). That "NO SMOKINGY signs shall at all times be prominently displayed and
no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline i1s

hendled or stored.

Inspectoris Office before any installation work is started, and that no
equipment shall be placed in operation until after final inspection and approvall

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet,

(3) A gas main in RAST 8TH STREET, from a point 18 feet
west of Swenson Street easterly 1B0 feet, the centerline of which
property line of ssid EAST 8TH STREET,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space asgsigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
thet the minimum depth stated does not lave any reference top the fact that
greater depths may not be required st special polnts. Vhen the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before
such information 1s required, The Southern Union Gas Company is further put
upon notice thet they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or re-
placemént of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines
named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,
water must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after
said mains have been laid shall be under the usupervision and direction of the
City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and condltions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin,

The City Council recognizes that, in the
interest of good busire ss, the sound operation of Council-Manager Government,
and in conformity with the provisions of the City Charter, this Board must be an
advisory board and cannot serve as an administrative board acting with administra
tive control of Brackenridge Hospital.

The City Council hereby preseribes the duties, responsibilities, end termg
of office of the Board, as follows:

(1) The Board shall consist of five (5) legally
qualified citizens of the City of Austin who
shall be appointed by the City Manager and
confirmed by the City Council. Upon qualify-
ing after appointment, the Board shall meet
for the purpose of organizing and selecting
one of the members as Chairmen, one member as
Vice-chairmen, and one member as Secretary.

As soon as the Board has been eppointed, and

has qualified for office, and has selected
officers, the Board shall determine by lot

the terms of office, and one member shall

gserve for a term of one year, two members shall
serve for & term of two years, and two members
shall gerve for a term of three years; and re-
appoiniment, or appointment of successors upon
expiration of terms, shall be for terms of three
years, and in the case of vacencles, appointment
shall be for the unexpired term of the office be-
ing vacated.
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(2) fThe Board shall meet at least once each month and of-
tener asz may be necessary,

(3) The Board shell advise from time to time with the City
Council, the City Manager, t he Administrator of Bracken-
ridze Hospital, and the Medical Staff of Brackenridge
Hospital. The Board shall consider the policies, the
operations, and the functionings of the Hospital from the
standpoint of the public service, the furnishing of hos-
pital services of all kinds to patients who are admitted,
the operation of the out-patient department and special
gservices, and shall congider the financial operations of
the Hospital, the betterment of service operations, and
eny other matters involving the operations of the Hospital,

(1) The Board shall not exercise administrative control of
any of the employees of the Hospital or of any adminis- '
trative matter pertaining to the Hospital, but shall have
furnished to it, at all times any information pertaining
to the Hospital, and shsll be privileged to make recommenda-
tions from time to time as may be considered by the Board
to be proper. .

(5) fhe Administrator of Brackenridge Hospital, the Chief of
the Medicel Staff, the Pusiness Manager of the Hospital,
and the Superintendent of Nurses are hereby made ex~officlo
members of the Board, and as such shall be mwivileged to
attend all meetings of the Board; but such ex-officio mem-
bers may not vote on any matters upon which the Board may
vote or which may be the basis of any recommendations which
the Board mey meke,

There was a discussion on this resolution., Councilman Long felt that
the Council should sppoint the Board, rather than the City Manager appointing it.
The City Attorney stated the Council had the power to create departments and
boerds, tut if they were to heve any legal standing, they must be appointed by
" the City Manager,
